President of France Narrowly Escaped 


Assassination. 


BOMB THROWN UNDER CARRIAGE. 


No One Was Injured by the 


Explosion. 


Paris, Jvnc II —An attempt was made 


yesterday to assaasln&te M Felix Faure. 
the President of the French Republic, 
while he was en route to Long Champa 
to witness the grand prix 
"While W 


Paure'a carriage was passing a thicket 
near LaCaacade re&tavrant in the BoSa 
dc Bolougne, a bomb which subsequent- 
ly proved to be a piece of tublnff about 
six Inches lone a«d two inches in di- 
ameter, with a thtekneaa of half an inch 
charged -with ponrder and swan shot, ex- 
ploded. No one wa« injured by the ex- 
ploeion. A man waa arrested, suspected 
as the prim* mover He arave his name 
as GaZtet. and made only the briefest 
replies to queettwts put to lum by tha 
poUe*. 


FSESIDHKT FAURB.

used

tire supposed platol shot w as mei ely the 
noise of the borrb 


The bomb was a clumsily nade af- 


fair to which a piece of fuse was at- 
tached, and the fuse was probably 
lighted by a taper fixed in the end of a 
stick as soon a,i the tread of the procea- 
•ton catne into view The presumption 
IB that the moment the fuse was lightea 
the culprit fled, and tn any ease the bomb 
could not have done much harm 


In the thicket where the police found 


the remnants of the bomb they found 
also a pistol, upon which were engraved 
the wordi, "Mort a Felix Faure," and 
the'names Alsace-Lorraine and Cologne. 
N*ar the gletoj ^*« ajs 


HTS n -Drim in Linvc^enine- mscrrptioit, 
and a few feet away the police found a 
newspaper with a cartoon grossly In- 
flulting to the president 
This contained 


an offensive inscription hinting at the 
execution of M Faurt

"When the report was heard a flenst 


cloud of Btnohe rose from the thicket 
and there was terrible consternation un- 
til it was found that no otre had been In- 
jured 
The police sprang forward, but 


found the thicket deserted 
When the 


Ctowd saw one of the policemen holding 
tbe bomb thev Jump-ed to the conclusion 
1'hat be was the perpetrator of the out- 
rage and handled htm roughly, clubbing 
hfm with heavy walking sticks and urn- 
biellas until hie comrades rescued him, 
badly bruised and covered with blood. 
THe president's cortege then proceeded 
to the race cours* " 


The attempt on the life of M Faure 


wus made on the very spot where Ber- 
•zowsky tried to shoot the czar, while 
driving to the military review at 
Champs, in 1847 and where Francois a 
lunatic, last year fired h!a revolver al 
M Faure on July 14 


Having this in mind, t"he police took 


extra precautions, and special officers 
were detailed to watch suspects and fo. 
searching houses known to be the re 
sorts of dangerous characters 
It is a 


curious fact that yesterday The Petite 
Repubhque Francais published a skit 
declaring that the 
police were busy 


organizing an incident for M. Faure'a 
t Islt to Russia, suggesting that a nimble 
clown would be dressed in rags and 
jump upon the step of the president's 
carriage, 
brandishing 
a 
homicidal 


weapon. 


On his arrival at the race course, M 


Faure was warmly congratulated on 
bis escape by the Grand Duke Serglus, 
M Hanotaux and other members of the 
cabinet 


Bis sang frold will greatly Increase his 


popularity 
It Is rumored that the pre- 


fect of police£iaa Information connect Ing 
the Paris anarchists with the outrage, 
but it is more generally believed that 
the act was the act of a madman than of 
a conspirator 
The pistol found by the 


police was loaded but was of too small 
calibre to be very dangerous 


M Faure behaved with perfect self- 


command, and continued r> bow right 
and left to the crowd after the explo- 
sion as if nothing unusual had happened 


The roadw ay had been cleared for some 


time 
Tb« presidential escort was led 


by two dragoons, holding their pistols 
forward In the most threatening man- 
ner, then camealarc'ebody of dragoons, 
and after them. In the midst of a cloud 
ol dust, the president's open carriage, 
without riders 
The president was ac- 


companied bv his wife, while tn an 
other carriage were his two daughters, 
Mile Lucie Faure and Mme. Berge 


Tht horses attached to M Faure s car- 


riage reared wildly at the explosion, 
but were whipped by Montjarret's vigor- 
ous arm 
Rousteaux the detective w ho 


la always with the president, rusl^cd 
forward and grappled with a man but 
was immediately set upon by half a 
dozen persons tn the crow d probably 
accomplices of the would-be assassin 
The crowd mistook the detective for an 
anarchist and were about to lynch him 
He was beaten kicked spat upon and 
not rescued by the police until bleading 
and unconscious from a terrible beat- 
ing.

" A Variable Chain. 


It ia often the case that a chain bo- 


cornea tight and slack aa it raus around 
the sprocket wheels. If the alteration 
takes place with each revolution of the 
pedals and if there is no dirt on the 
periphery of the front sprocket wheel, 
vary probably the crauk axle is not fixed 
centrally in the rear sprocket, in which 
case a competent repairer may perhaps 
put matters right. Bat there is no need 
to trouble about it unless tha defect is 
considerable. On the other hand, if the 
alteration ia observed to have some rela- 
tion to the position of the chain or with 
each half revolution the cause probably 
depends partly oa whether the chain ia 
itew or n6t If it is new, there may be 
a stiff link which doea not properly 
straighten out after leaving the sprocket, 
but may •work loose iu time.—Boston 
Globe.

Wanted the Wet to Pass Laws Affainat 


Long Courtships and to Compel Men to 
Marry—Alno Wanted Certain Privileges 
Accorded to Wives. 


The oldest woman's rights document 


has been unearthed in the university libra- 
ry of tho city of Crakow, Gallcla, 
* 


It is dated from the year 1635 and la In 


tho forni of an address presented to King 
Ladislntis IV of Poland by the "women 
commissioners" of greater Poland and 
Lithuania. 


'the "women oommlsFloncrs," It Rooms, 


were elected in the same way by tho fe- 
male population as tho deputies to *the 
diet were chosen by their mala compatri- 
ots, with tho difference, however, that the 
deputies had the right, and, indeed, tho 
duty to ronke themselves personally heard, 
while tho women could make their wishes 
known only by petitions addressed to the 
king or the legislative tody. 


Tho memorial that slumbered lor 350 


years or longer iu a moth catou pigeon- 
hole of the university building of Poland's 
ancient capital coinpri&r-s 213 paragraphs 01 
articles, the most interesting of which arc 
herewith given. 


Tho document opens with n broadsido 


against long courtship, as follows: 


"Whereas, the young jaon of this coun- 


try have taken to indulging innlmnst end- 
less courtships, which are liable1 to vreai 
out a maid's patience while at the saims 
time being a heavy expense to her parent1*, 
who must niscessarily entertain and feed 
the groom while he pretends to become 
better acquainted with his future wife; 
therefore, bo it resolved thiitthc diet jimke 
it unlawful for nny man to woo o, maid 
longer than a twelvemonth—that Is to j 
nay, no man slmll be allowed to defer mar | 
riago, after proposing to a maid, mow 
than a year's time. In June of every real 
the parents of a maid shall have tho right 
to demand of any wooev of long Ftanding 
either to declare himself as to his inter/ 
tions or withdraw his suit," 


Paragraphs 2 and 3 demand a law 


which guarantees to every maid tho right 
to choose- her own husband, and at tlu. 
came time thunders tigainst tho old tini 
practice of marrying for money. 


"During carnival man has plenty of op 


portunity to become acquainted with th 
talents and charms of any lady," says th. 
memorial. "A gentleman meeting n maid 
at that period of the year should therefore 
bo well ably to decide by June 1 vshpthei 
or not he wants to become her husband 
If he refuses to do so, it is clearly from 111 
will, and the law should fine, him 1,000 
florins, which morey is to be applied to 
•ward the maintenauco of orphan maids." 


Paragraph 6 pitipuses a law providing 


for the establishment of a marriage mart, 
to be held in each province every font j onre. 


The Sickbed. 


In arranging the sickbed the two capen- 


tlal things to toe thought of arc the com- 
fort of the patient and, after that, the con- 
venience of the nurpo. 


The bedstead should bo firm, light and 


simple. If it i§ flrm, it cannot be easily 
jarred; if it is light, it can he easily 
moved, and If it is pimple It can lie easily 
kept clean. All these requirements are 
met in the plain iron bedstead, which has 
the additional advantage that its width 
and height are adaptced both to the needs 
of the patient and the convenience of the 
nurse. 


If the bedstead Is light, it is better to have 


only tho head end provided with casters; 
otherwise the bed will move too easily. By 
lifting the foot end ofit tho floor the bed 
can he moved and guided without causing 
the patient the least discomfort. 


The mattress should be sufficiently soft 


end yielding to lie perfectly comfortable 
for the patient, but not so yielding as to 
allow his body to sink into it. It is very 
difficult to make a sick person comfortable 
on a sagging mattress 


Feather beds should never be used in 


cases of sickness They are uncomfortable 
for the patieiit.it is impossible to keep 
them clean, almost o£ necessity they keep 
the patient's body unnecessarily warm, 
and they.are extremely Inconvenient for 
the nurse.

To prevent the mattress, from becoming j 


soiled IL pood ^ired piece of waterproof ma- ' 
ferial — preferably a ruMfcr blanket — 
should bo smoothly spread over It before 
the undershoot Is put on This sheet should 
he large enough to bo securely tucked, un- 
der the edges of tho mattress, and the 
greatest cure should be taken to smooth 
out all the create6.. 


The pillows should bo thoroughly aired 


at least once a dny, and whenever the pil- 
lowslip becomes soiled, or damp with per- 
spiration a oloan one should be Hiib«ttout- 
ed. Changing mvl shaking up the plllovra 
whori they Imve become hard, and mussed 
IB a small «?cn Ice, but very refreshing to 
tho pntlent. 


The covering for tho sickbed — other 


than the lop Rht'pr—should vary according 
to tho temperature of the room, The nature 
of the sickness the feelings of the patient 
nnrt the season of the year. Whatever these 
conditions, the covering should be as light 
ns is consistent; with the comfort of the pa- 
tient—Youth's Companion

There was a meeting held at the city 
all Saturday night in response to an ln- 
tation extended by Mayor Houghton to 
number of influential citizens who are 
nd have been greatly Interested in tem- 
eraaee work. Among those who were 
resent at the meeting were Mavor 
o ugh ion, Col John Brace well, E 8 WiL 
inson, W G Cady, V A Whitaker, C W 
ennett,WH Qaylord, C B Winchell, 
tevs A B Church, W L Tenney and John 


Tebbetts, all of whom had been for 


o fourth class licenses. 
The object of the meeting was to discuss 
loroughly the results ot no fourth class 
censes and learn what was the sentiment 
F the gentlemen present as to continuing 
he policy. 
In accordance with Mayor Houghtou'a 
iehea, Chief Kendall waa present to give 


some very interesting testimony for which 


e had made diligent investigations. He 
lowed beyond a doubt that much of the 
ottle trade had been transferred to the 
rug stores. sotnej of which bad tribbled 
leir liquor sales. He reported to the 
leeting that his recent investigation into 
be drugstore whisky trade showed that 
.nee Ma.v 1, the date of the change of 
yatem, that trade had doubled and tripled 
n some stores. Saturday's saloon sales 
efore a holiday ranged from 35 to 51 for 
ach store. One store has made almost 
200 sales since May 1, and one made 287 
tales in Dine days. When these laota were 
•laced before the meeting they were aur- 
irislng. Few were prepared for such a 
evelation 
The fact of large sales being made to 
forth Adams men in saloons at Adams 
nd elsewhere was brought in evidence. 
Also it was shown that the arresta for 
runkenness had increased since May 1 
nstead of diminished, a disappointment 
to the advocates of the plan. It was as" 


ted that public sentiment was strongly 


against the present regime; that the re- 
gime was regarded u little above the 
usurpation of the people's rights as ex- 


ressed at the polls. It was agreed that 
hen the city voted "yes" it meant to 


maintain the system a yes vote had pre- 
viously meant, that the saloon men were 
allowed to advertise for licenses of both 
classes and that without any intimation 
were refused part of what they had a, 
right to expect as a result of thecity'i 
votes and at the time were 'compelled to 
pay for what was withheld. 


The whole subject waa freely and fully 


discussed. The ministers present ex- 
pressed themselves as being ready to ad- 
mit that the benefits from no fourth class 
license was not what had been expected, 
and that they were willing to acknowl- 
edge that fact. One of them said he was 
decidedly in favor of restoring that li~ 
ense to the «aloon men, as he was con- 
vinced that taking it from them had done 
10 good. 
Only two of those present were anxloni 


•o continue the policy of longer refusing 
to grant the fourth class license to saloon 
men. 
It was generally agreed that the 


trial made had not resulted in any benefit 
to the temperance cause. The imp] 
sion after the meeting was that all the 
license commissioners felt that the ex- 
periment had not proven a success. 


The result of the meeting is likely to be 


the granting of fourth-class licenses to 
[he saloon men as heretofore. 
In fact, 


this IB the logical conclusion of a situa- 
tion wherein the strongest friends of a 
certain policy cannot find results is good 
reason for supporting it after it has had a 
fair trial and has failed..

The children of 


nine or ten 
years old are today 


taught the folly and danger of intemper- 
ance by the example ofthestaggecingand 
silly drunken men. The confidence of 
these boys and girls is won and acted 
upon. The school children of 15 and 16 
years are appealed to on the side of their 
sense of honor. The high-school scholar 
is reached only by the presentation of tbe 
best and noblest things constantly kept 
before them. It is the deciding time in 
ths life of the young people. 
These ob- 


servations and facts, Mr. Murdock said, 
must be the principles upon which 
morality teaching must proceed if the 
children are to be made the best citizens 
possible, free from immorality and in- 
temperance. 


After speaking of the poverty in many 


of our school children's homes and the 
need, accordingly, of making the school 
surroundings elevating, Mr. Church, in- 
troduced Mr. Burnbam, the instructor of 
drawing in our schools. He spoke enter- 
tainingly of how the little children are 
taught to value the beauty and delights 
of nature, so ennobling their natures and 
making their lives purer and better. 


Mr. Church next spoke briefly of the 


bad effects of tobacco on our youth, an c 
aaid that teachers should not smoke more 
than should scholars. He then introduce! 
Prof. Gusa of the normal school, who said 
that the local taots of our police court 
were pathetic; day after day the story o 
crime and buffering repeats itself in this 
city; he believed the remedy for this adul 
wrong-doing is better to traia the young 
—making them regard more highly the 
true and noble. 
Then when grown to 


manhood they woald not be in oar police 
courts. 


Superintendent Hall 
was the 
last 


speaker, and said he was to give facts to 
sustain tbe correctness of the principles 
set forth by the previous speakers. He 
did so by relating various incidents in his 
school experiences, showing the effect of 
home influences oa youth and the natura 
tendencies of youth at certain ages. He 
suggested that the parents of North. Ad- 
ama were too indifferent toward their 
school children, and that they did nob ere 
down to the basal facts of our school life 
and training, but often made only carp- 
ing criticisms of minor things. The work 
of the teachers that is moat important is 
the developing of character aud ennobling 
of the souls of our youth. 


Mr. Church spoke eloquent closii 


words of the necessity of saving our child 
ren. 
These little ones are in danger 


everywhere, in this city quits as much 
elsewhere. To put one's own self right is 
the first atep toward rescuing the morally 
needy.
